SOMEWHAT critical condition in the Wis- 
consin legislature is connoted by the fact 


that Senator La Follette' felt ,it necessary to 
come to the. assistance of Governor Elaine in 
stemming'the attack upon the Wisconsin _ Na- 
tional Guard. The assembly made its abolition 
almost unanimous. Its attitude of carping cri- 
ticism of the university, its tendency to meddle- 
some interference, prompts one to 
wonder 


whether, could that come to issue, it might not 
with equal solidarity have voted to abolish the 
university. 


In the past Wisconsin's progressive legis- 


lators have shown a safe balance of judgment. 
They have recognized the psychological, as well 
ar the physical effects of legislation. In their 
dealings with business, they have felt it prudent 
never to undertake more than a single radical 
change in any session, because they have under- 
stood that business is made up of ordinary men, 
and hence must be educated to changes in order 
to avoid business brain storms and stampedes. 


While in most instances there has been a 


sufficent balance of common sense in the pres- 
ent legislature to save it from the thousand 
follies that beset it, thus far it has not develop- 
ed a leadership with the strength to quiet hys- 
terical members with a gesture. 
There is no 


force that is bringing order out of chaos, and' 
compelling recognition of intelligent points of 
view. 
The situation must indeed "be a source 


of annoyance to Governor Elaine. 
Even his 


opponents recognize the fact that he does not 
favor the general run of ill considered 
and 


half baked notions that make up the small talk 
of the chambers. He had set 'out to follow a 
"hands off" policy, reserving his judgment un- 
til legislation came to the executive pen. 'But 
circumstances may compel him to abandon this 
attitude and definitely to assert the leadership 
conferred upon him by his nomination and elec- 
tion with tremendous majorities. 


It is one of the liabilities of the progressive 


faction to absorb the radical fringes of politi- 
cal thought, and when the pendulum swings 
strongly to the progressive side it often hap- 
pens that this "lunatic fringe"- wins a balance 
of power. 
Then the tail wags the dug. much 


to the dog's discomfort. That is substantially 
the situation in Wisconsin's state house. 


Perhaps it will be concluded that in ex- 


erting a restraining influence in the matter of 
the National Guard, Senator La Follette has 
rot gone far enough, but it may well be that 


^sooner or later Governor Elaine will feel trte 


necessity of shaking down the whole situation. 
Were he to call a strong conference of progres- 
sive leaders, not necessarily confined to those 
now in public office, to meet with the senator, 
himself, Mr. Ekern and others of proven prud- 
ence in state affairs, such a conference might 
outline a definite program and assert it with 
sufficient authority to restore public confidence 
and give assurance of practical achievements. 
That, or more foolish babbling and less sub- 
stance than ever came from a Wisconsin leg- 
islature.
